Life lias been negotiating with two writing generals, whose 
careers have been as diverse as anything you can imagine. 
One is a Russian fugitive whose case demonstrates that if an 
author has something important to say it doesn't matter how 
little known he is. And certainly for- 
mer general Alexander Orlov, whose 
"Stalin's Ghastly Secrets," Part II, 
appears on pages 160-178, is one of 
the least known men in the U.S. 
Scarcely more than a dozen men in 
the country, four of them Life edi- 
tors, can identify him. 

He was last seen publicly when he 
was the chief NKVU agent in Spain 
during the civil war. For at least 
seven years he had felt that some- 
time lie would have to make a break. 
The time came in 1938 when he 
received a message which everyone 
who worked for Stalin learned to 

recognize: an order to report for conferences aboard a ship. 
This meant, Orlov knew, that he would be kidnaped. Sending 
his family ahead of him, he took a car with a trusted chauf- 
feur to the French border. There he abandoned the car anil 
later managed to join his family. Through a scries of small 
miracles he got across the Atlantic and obtained political

asylum in the U.S. Ever since he has been in hiding because 
he knew that Stalin had violent feelings about damaging wit- 
nesses like Orlov being left around alive. Stalin's death, Or- 
lov believes, still will not prevent his heirs from„trying to 
make an example of him to prevent 
other high-level officials from de- 
fecting. We can tell you all this now 
because Orlov, after identifying 
himself to Life by official papers and 
other means, has disappeared again. 
We don't have any idea where he is 
so couldn't possiblv be indiscreet. 

The other general, whose name 
by contrast is a household word, 
demonstrates that manv well-known 
makers of history gravitate toward 
Life when they have something that 
needs to be said. We are very proud 
to announce that last Saturday Gen- 
eral James A. Van Fleet agreed to 
write for Life. Publication is tentatively scheduled for May. 
General Van Fleet took the Communists' measure in Greece 
and in Korea and now has retired. Life and its readers arc 
fortunate to have the benefit of his guidance in interpreting 
what has happened in the past and what will happen during 
the coming negotiations with the opponent he knows so well.

This letter, meticulously postmarked by a Communist jailer, was written 
by a raptured American airman now held in a North Korean prison ramp. 
It passed from Communist to U.S. hands at one of the sporadic mail 
exchanges in the neutral zone at Panmunjom and, like all such letters, 
it bears the ironic imprint of the Communist dove of peace. 

Last week that same Red dove was making remarkably dulcet noises. 
Through the mouths of Communist leaders from Moscow to Peking it 
cooed new and tempting blandishments (p. 30). talking of truce in Korea 
and peace in the world as though such a happy millennium was within easy 
reach. To the U.S. this cooing brought hope, and with it doubt and wild 
surmise. To the addressee of the letter, a young mother who is the pris- 
oner's wife, the talk of peace helped nourish a weary optimism; she could 
not help but share the nation's doubts as to the sincerity of the Red peace 
proposal. But the Communists had opened their negotiations, on the ba- 
sis of something special to her: the exchange of Korean war prisoners.

The worst time for Dot Beale, whose prisoner husband wrote the letter 
shown above, is al night, when she waits for sleep to come. Then she 
ticks off the events in her short married life. Dot met Bill Beale seven 
years ago, when he was at The Citadel, military college at Charleston, 
S.C. She was married to him three years later, after he got his commis- 
sion. For a happy time they traveled the Air Force training route from 
post to post until, in February '51, it came Bill's time to go overseas. He 
went to Okinawa, a lieutenant and radar operator in a bomb group. 

In August Dot got the news. Bill's B-29 bomber, carrying 11 men. had 
gone dow n over North Korea — and 11 chutes had been seen to open. For 



agonizing weeks Dot would wonder "if he was hiding, hurt or hungry. 
Or dead." In December she learned that Bill was a prisoner. Now she 
knew Bill was alive, but she worried about the kind of treatment he was 
getting at the hands of so strange and cruel an enemy. All Dot could do 
was try to build a normal life. She and her 3-year-old son Billy were living 
with her family in Myrtle Beach. S.C. Studying each scrap of war news, 
she had to learn to put up with her friends' complacent ignorance of it. 
And impatiently waiting for the meager bits of mail from Bill — three let- 
ters so far — she spends her time sorting out gay news from gloom and 
putting the former into long letters that she knows he may never see.

Some of the things that Dot instinctively feels she should not put in her letters 
are as simple as her trips to the barbershop with Billy — a man's job which her 
husband would normally do. "The minute I walk into the barbershop — it J al- 
ways filled with men — the conversation whams down," she savs. 




Though she writes a lot about Billy's fine games on the beach. Dot is careful 
nut to mention her own long, lonely walks on the shore. These often take her 
to an old boat hull where Bill once gave her his Citadel ring. She finds such 
walks help her think things out and make her feel closer to Bill. 





Once in a while when Billy acts up and tramples a 
flower bed or something, it is up to Dot to switch 
him a little. Knowing Bill would think this too was 
his job, Dot leaves it out of her letters. 





Food, especially fancy party food, is a subject that 
Dot tries to steer very clear of in her letters to 
Bill liecause she has to assume that he cannot 
be eating very well.

Prisoner's Wife 
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REDS ARRIVE AT PANMUNJOM TO GET U.N. REPLY ON PRISONER EXCHANGE 



RED WORDS ARE FAIR-WORLD, 
AND BEALES, WAIT FOR ACTION 

The Communist peace chorus, which raised the world's and Dot Beale's 
hopes, started at Stalin's bier. 

► On March 9 Premier Malenkov, burying his predecessor, pledged his 
own regime to a policy of "living in peace with all countries." On 
March 15, asserting that the world's problems could be settled peacefully, 
he added, "This is our attitude toward all states, among them the United 
States of America." Since this was the standard Communist way of double- 
talking on peace, the West was not impressed, or even much interested. 

► On March 19 the talk became more interesting. East Germany's Rus- 
sian boss, General Vassily Chuikov, in a surprisingly polite note, said he 
was sorry his MiGs had killed the crew in shooting down an unarmed 
British plane and invited Britain — later France and the U.S. loo — to a 
conference to prevent "such regrettable incidents. ' On March 31 he said 
in a letter that Russia is eager to conclude a German peace treaty and 
cooperate in the unification of all Germany. Simultaneously he unsnarled 
the red tape delaying Berlin traffic. 

► On March 28 North Korea's Premier Kim II Sung, belatedly answering 
an old proposal by General Mark Clark wrote that "our side . . . fully 
agrees to your side's proposal to exchange sick and seriously injured pris- 
oners of war." He also suggested "the smooth settlement of the entire 
question of prisoners of war, thereby achieving an armistice in Korea." 

► On March 31, Red China's Premier Chou En-lai offered a specific con- 
cession w hich could make new talks fruitful. He made a proposal, similar 
to one passed last December by the U.N. Assembly, that prisoners unwill- 
ing to return to their Red homelands be sent instead to a neutral stale. 

► On April 1 in Moscow, Foreign Minister Viacheslav Mololov'gave his 
blessing to new Korean truce talks, saying. " This proposal allows . . . for 
an armistice in Korea." Earlier, on March 20, Vlolotov had volunteered to 
help secure the freedom of 10 civilian Britons captured in Korea in 1950. 
On his intercession 14 Frenchmen captured in Korea were reported freed. 

► On April 1 in New York the Soviet U.N. delegate, Andrei Vishinsky, 
after vetoing two of the West's candidates to succeed Secretary General 
Trygve Lie, quietly accepted a third. Dag Hammarskjold of Sweden. 

► On April 4 the Red good feeling reached even into Moscow. Lavrenti 
Bcria, minister of internal affairs and boss of the secret police, publicly 
exonerated 15 imprisoned Russian doctors, nine of whom had been de- 
nounced as "confessed murderers" of Soviet leaders only two months 
earlier. He said that evidence against the doctors, most of them Jewish, 
hail been obtained by methods "impermissible and strictly forbidden by 
Soviet law," and that their false accusers would be punished. 

The amazed world — and Dot Beale — could only watch, wishing the 
peace drive would prove genuine but fearing it wouldn't. It was a time, 
as Eisenhower said, to take it "at face value" until proven untrustworthy. 
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'I look Billy down lo The Citadel to show him vour old school," wrote Dot, 
**und he was impressed by the drill." Trying to keep Bill v aware of" his father, 
she pointed out Bill's old room. She also took Billy to his Sunday school (bclotv). 
''That's what he looks forward to," she said.

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A REPUBLIC TO BE PRESERVED 



CEASE-FIRE WILL BE WELCOME BUT ANY SETTLEMENT MUST GUARANTEE KOREA'S INDEPENDENCE 



Everyone — including the Communists — 
seems to want an end to bloodshed in Korea. 
So do we. The President has said the enemy's 
overtures should he taken at lace value until 
proven untrustworthy. Cease-lire may be 
sounded there soon for the first time in 
almost three years. 

If there is a truce, Americans should re- 
member a fact as simple as it is striking. The 
North Koreans have lost this war. When it 
began there were about eight million people 
in North Korea. Now there are not more 
than five million, the very old, the very 
young, together with the women and chil- 
dren. (More than a million North Koreans 
have (led or escaped through the battle lines 
to South Korea). Of one million enemy 
troops in the battle lines, at most 20'% are 
North Koreans. The government of North 
Korea is a puppet, its territory occupied and 
defended bv its occupiers — the Chinese Com- 
munists. The new proposal for an armistice 
came not from any official of the "Korean 
People's Democratic Republic." hut from the 
premier and foreign minister ol Red China, 
Chou En-lai. 

South of the 38th Parallel there are almost 
25 million Koreans. They have now 14 divi- 
sions in the United Nations forces, more 
than -100.000 men in arms. The government 
has often shown its independence by oppos- 
ing policies of the United Nations and its 
commanders. Free Korea has survived inva- 
sion and liberation. It exists and its existence 
raises a question: what happens now to the 
Republic of Korea? 

• 

An armistice or cease-lire in Korea can 
give no permanent answer to such a ques- 
tion. Indeed, as Walter Lippmann said last 
week, we may be as unprepared for peace as 
we were to make war. Once the sick and 
wounded and other prisoners are repatriated 
and the lines between the armies demarcated, 
there will be an enormous temptation to for- 
get all about Korea. Pressure will be brought 
upon the U.S. and the U.N. to hurry up and 
get a quick settlement. The isolationists will 
be ringing a new change on a cracked chime. 
We can hear them saying — "We oughtn't 
to risk another American even for a million 
Cooks." The word "Cook" vanished from 
the CI vocabulary when the Korean took his 
place in the battle line, proving himself a 
fighting man equal to any in the world. 
There are no Cooks on our side, period. Less 
crude and conscienceless, much more human 
anil natural w ill be the reaction of those who 
are just sick and tired of war, taxes and 
troubles overseas. Who wouldn't like a quick 
settlement in Korea! 

There will be more trouble from the so- 
phisticated minority who never lack the will 
or the means to spread confusion. Among 



these can be included new-style appeasers, 
who argue that we must avoid World W ar 
IN at any cost — and certainly at the price of 
a permanent solution in Korea. The pseudo- 
realists and the super tough-minded will be 
heard contending that power is power and 
the battle line should determine the final

settlement. They will insist that like the 
British we ought to recognize Soviet China. 
They will be ready to forget the world's con- 
demnation of aggression by Communist Ko- 
rea and Soviet China's intervention for the 
aggressors and against the U.N. 

Such arguments will confuse what at best 
can be only an uneasy truce with a peace set- 
tlement. Peace, let us remember, can only be 
obtained by a permanent solution of the Ko- 
rean problem. What is a permanent solution? 

The only valid permanent solution for Ko- 
rea is the establishment of a free and inde- 
pendent Republic of Korea embracing all of 
thai country's ancient territory. Left alone, 
this is one thing on which Koreans could 
agree. Their history confirms this. They were 
occupied by the Chinese in the Second Cen- 
turv B.C.. but they have never been con- 
quered in spirit. They have remained stub- 
bornly Korean — a difficult, quarrelsome lot 
who are known as the "Irish of the Orient." 
In principle the U.N. should never settle for 
less than all of Korea for the Koreans and 



absolute safeguards to assure their freedom. 

Objection will be raised that this is not 
practical. It will be said that the Soviet Un- 
ion and Soviet China ran never accept defeat 
in battle and admit guilt for aggression. If 
we believe Korea for the Koreans is the 
right solution, the U.N. can never admit the 
validity of such an objection. We repeat, 
our negotiators should never settle for any- 
thing less than all of Korea for the Koreans. 

No other solution is likely to prove perma- 
nent. Only one other settlement offers the 
Republic of Korea a chance for survival. This 
is an agreement which would give Free Korea 
a defensible frontier — a frontier not on the 
lialllc- line or the .'ifith Parallel. Such a defen- 
sible frontier is the narrow l X)-mile waist of 
the Korean peninsula. It could be manned in 
strength enough to deter future aggression. 
Such a solution would not be permanent, 
but with this as a minimum, the Koreans 
would have an opportunity to develop free- 
dom and independence. Short of such a fron- 
tier it is difficult to see how any truce along 
the present battle line can be more than an 
uncertain nervous armistice likely to erupt 
again into battle on the slightest provocation. 

The fate of the Republic of Korea decides 
the fate of Asia. If as a result of the Korean 
war the independent and freedom-seeking 
people of that country achieve real independ- 
ence, it w ill encourage other Asians. A cease- 
fire in Korea does not mean a cease-fire in 
Indochina. It does not end jungle fighting in 
Malaya. It does not guarantee that the Com- 
munists will cease to agitate in the Philip- 
pines or in Japan. If the Republic of Korea is 
the obvious loser, if it fails to achieve inde- 
pendence and security, how- can other peo- 
ples of the Orient hope for freedom? 
• 

One test of Communist good laith and 
their professed intentions must be a willing- 
ness to negotiate. New agreements must set- 
tle something rather than pave the way for 
new aggression. Alter Yalta. Poland lost her 
freedom; after Potsdam the Balkan nations 
became satellites. A good test of enemy in- 
tentions will be willingness to make conces- 
sions. The test can be immediately applied to 
the Republic of Korea. 

To put Communist intentions to this test 
requires determination at the conference ta- 
ble, steady nerves and a stiff backbone. It 
requires us to show leadership and exert 
persuasion with our friends and allies. They, 
like ourselves, have a moral commitment to 
the Republic of Korea and they, like our- 
selves, will decide the fate of Asia by their 
ability and willingness to meet that commit- 
ment. If we hope to keep the independent 
and freedom-seeking peoples of Asia free, we 
must assure the freedom of the independent 
and freedom-seeking people of Korea.

Kenya, where the murderous Mau Mau have 
sworn to drive all white men out of the coun- 
try, last week suffered the most sanguinary of 
the Mau Mau thrusts. Disguised as policemen 
the terrorists made their way into a settlement 
of Kikuvu loyal to the whites and the Ken- 
ya government.

There 
the men. grievously anxious to gel ashore and 
home, were kept aboard to watch Broadway 
entertainers put on a show. "All we want to do 
is get off this bucket," griped the men. as the 
Armv accused the Navy * if a publicity stunt 
anil the Nav\ explained the ship was kept in 
harbor to save docking overtime at night.

Michigan's barmaids, aroused by a rail to bat- 
tle, gathered lo stoutly defend the ancient right 
of a lady to draw a glass of beer. Ever since 
1945 they have fought in courts lo stave off a 
state law that would banish females, except 
bar owners and their families, trom behind bars 
in larger cities. The law threatened 2.000 bar- 
maids' livelihood and they were indignantly 
worried. "I'm too old to learn anything new 
now," explained cheerful, belligerent Jean Fin- 
ney, chief of the Michigan Barmaids' Associa- 
tion. Said another, "I'll have a hard time 



getting a factory job. And I \v ill not be a wait- 
ress. I'm safer back here. Out there you have to 
keep smacking down the customers." 

Last chance for the barmaids to appeal to a 
high court was March 30. They had no funds 
so they held a powwow, worked up their fight- 
ing spirit and raised S8, 161 for a war chest. 
Now the case may go to the Supreme Court, 
on grounds such discrimination violates the 
U.S. Constitution. Michigan's lawmakers are 
learning what barflies already know — that angry 
barmaids are tough opponents in any hassle.

The Republican administration was once more on 
the verge of a break-up with Joe McCarthy.

Mutual 
Security Administrator Harold Stassen vigorously 
accused McCarthy of "undermining' the govern- 
ment's efforts by meddling in matters that were none 
of his business. Secretary of State Dulles quickly 
arranged a peace-making lunch with McCarthy and 
said the ship deal was "in the national interest," 
while McCarthy, in turn, said he had not really 
"negotiated" but had just taken part in an "infor- 
mal understanding." President Eisenhower told a 
press conference that McCarthy had not really taken 
over executive functions since he had not commit- 
ted the U.S. to anything. Stassen was left to say that 
he was "happy about the conclusion." The McCar- 
thy storm had blown over — but nobody thought it 
was for the last time.

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HIGH NOON' IN A STRIKEBOUND TOWN 



Those two tense men, standing warily on a 
street corner and keeping a sharp lookout in 
two directions, have exactly the look of actors 
playing a jittery hit in a movie suspense thrill- 
er like High Noon. But they are real men — 
men in a lough spot in Elizabeth, La., a town 



torn by a bitter labor fight. They an' fearful be- 
cause they are "company men," working for 
the town's only industry during a union strike, 
and their truck has broken down in town. 
Stranded in hostile territory, they cannot wait 
in the only garage, which is fixing the truck — 



the garagemen are pro-union. So they are tak- 
ing their chances on the street, hoping no 
strikers will come by and add another episode 
to the long list of violence (next pn/gr) which 
has turned the once-pretty town of Elizabeth 
into a place seething with suspicion and hale.

GUNS AND DYNAMITE 
FRIGHTEN ELIZABETH 



In Elizabeth these nights it is wise to stay in- 
doors and keep a pistol handy; when a man 
does have to go out he always carries a gun 
in his car. So far not many men have used 
these weapons, but their presence alone has 
helped build the tension up to a nerve-grating 
pitch. The strike started six months ago after 
two A.F. of L. papermakers' unions organized 
the two jointly owned paper factories which 
support and own the town. The negotiations 
bogged down in September, and 500 men (of 
700) quit work for the picket line. 

Then, in November, the mills opened up. 
They hired as labor some nearby farmers. This 
turned Elizabeth into a battlefield where father 
picketed son and cousin, cousin. The violence 
began immediately when a house was sprayed 
with buckshot. Since then cars have gone up 
in dynamite blasts, farms have been burned 
and gunfire has shattered windows in town. 
The victims of these night raids have all been 
"company men" or their relatives. The com- 
pany's railroad siding has been blown up and 
its gas pipeline knocked out. Now Elizabeth 
(pop. 1,119) is guarded by state police who 
prowl in squad cars, searching every auto that 
enters town for dynamite or machine guns.

RUSSIA'S NEW AIRCRAFT 

Drawings unmask Red designs which challenge our best 



In the race to rule the world's air Russia, which 
outnumbers the U.S. in military aircraft and out- 
paces its production, is now known to be flying 
advanced aircraft as good, or even better than the 
U.S. has. Although some new designs have been 
glimpsed by Western observers and at least one is 
in production, they have been so well guarded that 



the drawings on these pages, compiled from many 
sources, comprise a rare, blueprint view of them. 
The most radical are interceptors, indicative of 
Russia's emphasis on defense. But one new heavy 
bomber design, a type in which Russia always has 
lagged in both quality and quantity, indicates seri- 
ous effort to overtake the U.S. in atomic carriers. 



LATEST MIG 



MODEL 17 HAS DOUBLE JETS 



The new MIG 17 is a greatly refined two-engine 
version of the single-engine MIC 15 which in 
Korea has outflown but failed to outfight the 
U. S. Sabre Jet. The new MIG is believed to be 
capable of fighting at 50,000 feet and climbing 
to that altitude at 6,000 feet a minute. Unlike 
earlier MIGs, the 17 carries radar equipment 
which would make it an effective weapon in 
any weather. Despite the weight of its two 
jet engines, whose side-by-side mounting has 
caused it to be dubbed the "flat MIG," the 
plane is believed to weigh only about 15,000 
pounds, less than the single-engine F-86. Esti- 
mated to be in the 650-mph class and to carry 
armament of four belly-mounted cannons, the 
MIG 17 has not yet been committed in the Ko- 
rean war but has been seen in eastern Europe.

The only rocket-driven military plane the Rus- 
sians are actually flying is the Yak 21, a step 
toward the vertical interceptor described on 
page 75. Highly specialized, the 21 should be 
able to climb 12,000 feet a minute and exceed 
the speed of sound. Because of high fuel con- 
sumption, it probably cannot stay aloft more 
than 20 minutes and, having no landing gear, 
has to alight on its belly. The U.S. has no 
known counterpart for this refinement of Ger- 
man rocket design. 

Another specialized plane is the all-weather 
twin jet Mike .v an fighter which may be in the 
700 mph class. About the size of the U.S. F-89, 
the Mikoyan puts Russia well abreast of U.S. 
and British designers in this plane category.

DEFENSE IS UNIFIED ONLY IN NAME 



Charles Wilson as Secretary of Defense has an awe- 
some responsibility, second only to that of the Com- 
mander in Chief. The department he heads is the 
biggest in U.S. government, manned by 1,330,168 
civilians, responsible for 3,507,000 in the armed 
services. Last year it spent 40 billions, which was 
60^ of all government expenditures. 

Age-wise this giant is an infant, technically the 
youngest of all executive branches. It was created in 
1947 by merging the ancient departments of War 
and Navy and creating a third subordinate branch, 
Air Force. The objective of the merger was to unify 
the jealous services. But the objective has never 
been attained. The act, conceived in the midst of 
fierce controversy, was essentially a compromise. 
Because the services could not accept an over-all 
boss Congress made the new Secretary a coordinator 
and arbitrator of their fight for the budget dollar. Of 
this continuing battle Dwight D. Eisenhower, then 
Army Chief of Staff, once said, "No one who has not 
been in the middle of it can possibly realize how 
bitter and costly service rivalry is." 

The frustration of this position, which gave the 



Secretary of Defense enormous responsibility but 
inadequate authority, helped bring about the break- 
down of the first Secretary, James V. Forrestal. He 
committed suicide soon after resigning. His succes- 
sor, Louis A. Johnson, plunged ahead, cutting the 
budget and boasting he was strengthening defense by 
spending less. In 1950 he boasted, "Joe Stalin will 
know that if he starts something at 4 a.m. the fight- 
ing power of the U.S. will be on the job at 5 a.m." 
When the Korean war started and it was obvious 
that the U.S. was not ready for the job, Truman re- 
placed Johnson with aging General George C. Mar- 
shall. "I feel I can really do this one," he said on 
taking over. He retired 12 months later, obviously 
worn out by his exertions, and was succeeded by 
the able Robert A. Lovett. Before turning his portfolio 
over to Wilson, Lovett frankly summed up his criti- 
cism of the department as it is now constituted and 
frankly outlined the problem that now confronts 
the new Secretary. Said Lovett of the department, 
"We should not deliberately maintain a Depart- 
ment of Defense organization which in several parts 
would require drastic reorganization to fight a war.'*

THE FACE OF THE LAND 

Its ever-changing features are molded by warring forces 
that thrust up mountains and ceaselessly wear them away

IN his own admiring eye man sees himself as the master of his en- 
I vironment and the author of all the changes he observes about 
I him. The stony encrustations of his cities and towns overflow 
and atrophy the green countryside. His steel rails and concrete roads 
dissect the prairies and reshape mountain passes. His towering dams 
block entire river valleys and create huge new lakes. 

As he makes minor alterations to suit his needs man seldom dis- 
cerns that the natural world may be undergoing vaster changes 
through agencies beyond his control and at a rhythm too slow for 
him to perceive. He once thought that the features of the earth exist- 
ed always — an illusion derived not only from the brevity of human 
memory, but from the brevity of human history. Although the great 
mountains and vallcvs, plains and plateaus of the earth are older far 
than history, they did not exist always, nor will they persist until the 
end of time. Every hill and highland, cliff, crag and rock is being eaten 
away by rain, frost, wind and ice; and in time the mightiest moun- 
tains will be leveled and washed away into the sea. The "everlasting 
hills" of the poet do not exist — there are no everlasting hills. 

Yet this does not mean that in the end the earth's surface will be 
reduced to a flat, featureless plain. For with every mountain that is 
obliterated from the earth, a new one comes into being. The face of 
the land is self-renewing and ever-changing, as mobile and inconstant 
in the long perspective of geologic time as its hovering cloud canopy 
appears in man's tiny temporal range. Even the earth's greatest relief 
features — the continental platforms and ocean basins — whose main 
outlines were molded in the planet's infancy ("The Earth Is Born," 
Life, Dec. 8) do not preserve a wholly immutable relationship, but 
continually yield and recapture areas of their ever-shifting rival do- 
mains. And as the continental outlines recurrently change their pat- 
tern, now surrendering to the sea. now invading it ("The Miracle of 
the Sea," Life, Feb. 9), so the vertical profile of the land rises and 
falls in age-long cycles of upheaval and disintegration. 

Every inch of the earth's surface is subject to immense antagonis- 
tic forces of construction and destruction, of lifting up and wearing 
down. The forces of uplift, originating deep in the interior of the 
planet, compel the crustal rocks periodically to buckle and bend up- 
ward, creating highlands, plateaus and mountain ranges. In opposi- 
tion, the indomitable forces of the atmosphere strive incessantly 
through erosion to erase the earth's high places and to transport 
their substance by wind and running water to the valleys and the sea. 
Together these internal and external forces 

of creation and demolition have shaped the ^— — — — — — — 

face of the planet since time immemorial. 
They are the coarchitects of every land- 
form, great and small, that man sees on the 
earth today. 

In some areas of the earth the forces of 
construction appear momentarily to hold

sway. Here the land is restless, shaken by earthquakes, perforated 
by active volcanic fissures which recurrently pour forth masses of 
molten lava, cinders and ash. erecting new mountains that may 
change the horizon in a few months or years. Here too at a vastly 
slower tempo other mountains may be taking form — some by fold- 
ing of the earth's crust, others by fracturing of the crust and the re- 
peated uplifting of whole sections of the surface rock. Everywhere 
in such areas the rocks are freshly tilted, crushed and deformed; the 
mountains, high and precipitous, hunch sharp shoulders to the sky. 

But wherever the forces of destruction are dominant, the land- 
scape wears a different countenance. The hammering of rain, the sur- 
gery of running streams, the scouring of glaciers, persevering through 
eons of time, working together to cut down and eradicate the heights 
and promontories of the planet, produce in the end plains and low- 
lands, velds and prairies, steppes and flatlands, some studded perhaps 
with low, rounded hills or ridges of residual rock, others incised with 
broad valleys down which languid streams meander to the sea. 

It was only two centuries ago that scientists began seriously to 
wonder what forces shaped the complex and enigmatic face of the 
land. In the beginning they fell into the human error of attributing 
to nature impulses and caprices as frenetic as man's own. It ap- 
peared that a deep canyon or rocky gorge must necessarily be the 
product of some ancient earthquake, a rift opened violently by a 
splitting asunder of the earth's crust; or that a wild vista of scarred 
and jumbled mountain peaks with sheer precipices, dizzy pinnacles 
and spires must be the monstrous wreckage of some huge catastrophe 
that shook the earth. Such inferences were understandable, for the 
most memorable events are violent ones; and since our civilization 
evolved around the rim of the Mediterranean — a region subject to 
earthquakes and volcanic action — the first earth scientists were in- 
evitably "cataclysmists" or "catastrophists." 

Not until geologists began to study exposed rock in ravines and 
mountain walls did they begin to discover order in the apparent 
chaos of terrestrial scenery, and realize that it might be possible 
after all to read the contours of the land and explain what agen- 
cies ordained that in one place high peaks would penetrate the 
clouds and elsewhere plains and prairies would extend the horizon 
for mile after level mile. As clues reiterated, they came to under- 
stand that every feature of the earth, however disguised or dis- 
figured by the ravages of time, was the product of a majestic scheme 
of opposing forces affecting the entire planetary sphere. They 
learned that the features of the earth's face could be adequately 
accounted for by cumulative processes, operating not only in the 
past but in the visible present. The river valleys of earth, they 
found, were not torn open by violent paroxysms of the earth's crust, 
but slowly excavated by running water over 
^ immense periods of time — the rain gully of 
today is the canyon of tomorrow. They dis- 
covered in the present the key to the past 
and, by the same token, the key to the fu- 
ture. "We find no vestige of a beginning," 
wrote the pioneer geologist, James Hutton of 
Edinburgh in 1785, "no prospect of an end."

THE LAND: STIRRINGS IN THE EARTH 

TI1K processes ol mountain-building have been more difficult to 
interpret than those of valley sculpture, owing in part to the 
common misconception of the earth's crust as static and unyielding. 
Yet the earth is by no means either static or unyielding. Its rotation 
about its vertical axis causes it to bulge at the equator and flatten at 
the poles (creating a difference between equatorial and polar diame- 
ters of 26.6 miles). It is now known, moreover, that there are tides 
in the earth's crust as well as in the sea, for jusl as the transit of sun 
and moon across the oceans draws the earth s waters upward in 
gravitational response, so they cause the land lo bow upward in a 
slight tidal movement of about eight inches at the equator, far great- 
er, however, than these daily tidal stirrings are the earth-shaping 
movements of the planet's crust, some abrupt, some slow. There 
are probably few areas in the world that have not been moved many

times. Everywhere around the globe there is evidence that the earth's 
crust is a mobile thing, governed by powerful lori es and subject to 
vast disturbances which change the contours of continents anil build 
great edifices of rock, like the mountains shown above. 

The most obvious of crustal movements, which in the past have 
most deeply stirred the imagination and evoked the terror ol men. are 
earthquakes. Actually the outer lavers of the earth s crust quake con- 
stantly in response to the strains imposed by city traffic, waterfalls 
and even the moving tides of the sea; terra lirma is an illusion. But 
apart from such minor tremors thousands of violent anil destruc- 
tive earthquakes have occurred in recorded history. Although they 
originate most frequently in certain well-defined areas of the earth, 
chiefly around the rim of the Pacific Ocean, no region is entirely 
exempt. Sudden fractures or displacements of the crustal rock along 
planes of weakness which geologists call "faults" often revise the 
landscape in a few moments of carthshakiiig upheaval. In 1906 a 





horizontal shifting of ground along tlie San Andreas Fault not only 
brought devastation to the pity of San Francisco, hut for a stretch of 
270 miles along the fault severed fences anil offset mails by as much 
.1- l!l feet, faulting inav also cause vertical displacement of the crust; 
in the great Alaska earthquake of 1899 a section of the coast was 
lifted nearly 50 feet. 

Earthquakes represent the final, abrupt and violent yielding of the 
l ocks to stresses that have been building up over long periods of time 
— a sudden release from tension like the fracture of a bent stick. But 
sometimes the compressive forces in the crust act so deliberately and 
over such long periods of time that the rocks do not break. Instead 
they buckle, warp or fold. When this occurs the land is gently ele- 
vated into domes or depressed into basins and valleys. 

One of the deepest mysteries of geophysics is the source of the 
enormous forces that deform the earth's face, rupture its bedrock 
and throw up mountain chains. A classic theory explains the buckling 



of the crust as the consequence of the cooling and contraction of the 
earth's hot interior. Today scientists feel that this cannot be the 
whole answer, and indeed, a completely satisfactory explanation for 

ill,, process nl n n tain-building has not yet been evolved. One clue 

in, is derive from investigations which have indicated that the densilv 
of rocks in mountains is less than that of the rock which underlies 
them. A mountain may thus be envisaged not as a tremendous burden 
on the earth's crust, hut rather as an iceberg whose lighter substance, 
rising above and extending beneath the surface, is in effect "floating" 
on the heavier rock beneath. And so it would appear that all around 
the globe the earth's crust maintains a balance between highland and 
lowland, a state of equilibrium which geologists call isoslasy (from 
the Greek: "equal standing"). As mountains are gnawed away by 
erosion and their debris washed away into the sea, renascent high- 
lands slowly rise; for the earth adjusts temporary stales of imbalance 
in its crust through the slow plastic flow of deep-lying rock. 
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THE LAND: HOW MOUNTAINS ARE BORN 

ALTHOUGH to observers of normal sensibility, mountains may ex- 
I hibit certain esthetic differences, the mantle of soil and vegeta- 
tion that covers most areas of the land conceals its underlying 
geologic structure from the untrained eye. Yet the geologist, by 
studying deformations and discordances of exposed rock, can gen- 
erally determine what constructional processes brought the many 
different landforms into being (painting at right) and thus explore 
the genealogy of the great relief features of the earth. 

There are three principal categories of mountains: volcanic moun- 
tains, block mountains and folded mountains. The first type is the 
easiest to identify. Most volcanoes look like what they are, enormous, 
conical heaps of congealed lava and ash. The earth today has more 
than 500 active volcanoes and several thousand which are either ex- 
tinct or dormant, ranging in size from small mounds to the high 
graceful eminences of Vesuvius, Etna and Fujiyama. 

In addition to still recognizable summits, volcanoes of the past 
have left their traces in varied forms. Crater Lake, Oregon marks 
the remains of an ancient volcano that apparently collapsed. The 
lonely rock towers that stud the deserts of Arizona and New Mexico 
constitute the lava plugs or necks of ancient volcanoes whose outer 
slopes have been eroded away. Here and there across the land stand 
long ridges of igneous (once-molten) rock known as dikes, the rem- 
nants of eruptive fissures in the sides of vanished volcanoes through 
which lava once discharged and hardened. In some instances the lava 
spread between layers of other rock in horizontal strata, forming an 
intrusive sheet or "sill" — the Hudson River I'alisades are the ex- 
posed edge of a sill. Small hills and mountains also evolve from up- 
welling of magma (fluid rock from the deep interior) which has 
penetrated between layers of native rock, forming lens-shaped discs 
willi flat floors and domed upper surfaces; such formations are known 
as laccoliths. Larger intrusive masses arc known as batholiths; they 
are often composed of granitic rock and may be seen in the deeply 
eroded cores of most old mountain ranges. 

By far the greatest proportion of the earth's mountains came into 
being, however, not through volcanic action, but by warping or bend- 
ing of the earth's crust. In most instances this process is accompanied 
by fracturing of the rocks, producing breaks ranging from small off- 
sets to great faults hundreds of miles long where extensive move- 
ment and dislocation of the strata may occur. Vertical displacements 
sometimes erect cliffs or "fault scarps" 50 feet high in a single grind- 
ing paroxysm, and when faulting recurs in the same place over long 
periods of time, huge escarpments and even entire mountain fronts 
may be reared. Mountains elevated by this process arc known as fault- 
block mountains. In the Great Basin of Nevada faulting on a stupen- 
dous scale has broken the land into a chaos of gigantic blocks and 
basins. The Sierra Nevada of California represent a single tilted block 
400 miles long and 60 miles wide. Its gentle western slope constitutes 
the tilted upper surface of the mass; the eastern wall, uplifted by 
repeated displacements over numberless centuries, is a gigantic fault 
scarp towering more than two miles above the desert below. Geo- 
logically speaking the Sierra peaks are young mountains, and there 
is evidence they are still growing. 

Many of the great mountain chains of the world — the Alps, Andes. 
Rockies — are not simple fault-block mountains, but folded moun- 
tains, formed of rocks that have buckled as well as fractured, and 
fallen into ordered ridges and furrows like the corrugations of a 
washboard or the swells of the sea. A striking feature of folded 
mountains is the frequent presence on their summits of marine fos- 
sils, testifying that some of the earth's loftiest peaks arose from the 
floors of ancient, vanished seas. Indeed geologists believe that a 
necessary precondition of the construction of folded mountain chains 
must have been the existence of a geosyncline, a great shallow basin 
or trough, in which sediments were laid down eon after eon. layer 
after layer, thousands of feet thick. Under this great load, the earth's 
crust first warped downward and eventually, under huge lateral pres- 
sures, buckled, thrusting the accumulated mass of sediment deep into 
the earth and upward toward the sky. The enormous thickness of the 
sedimentary strata in the Appalachian Mountains — in some places six 
or seven miles thick — indicates that the great inland sea which once 
extended from Newfoundland to the Gulf of Mexico must have been 
collecting sediment and slowly sinking for nearly 300 million years be- 
fore the final great upheaval that brought the Appalachians into being.

THE LAND: HOW MOUNTAINS ARE WORN AWAY 

PERHAPS llie strangest anomalies among the highlands of the 
earth arc the "mountains of erosion," hewn by running water, 
wind and frost from once-great plateaus. Many of the mesas of the 
Far West are such residual mountains, hard and resistant remnants of 
larger but less durable land masses. The Catskills of New York are also 
remainders of a formerly extensive high plateau, most of which has 
been removed by erosion. In time, geologists believe, the great Colo- 
rado Plateau will disappear and strange rocky buttes and towers will 
stand on a flat plain thousands of feel below the level of the present 
plateau — and men will call them mountains. But these too will even- 
tually vanish, for there is no eminence on earth that is not subject to 
erosion and will not ultimately be effaced. In the endless conflict of 
earth-shaping forces, erosion is the slow, the unwearying, the inexo- 
rable destroyer. 

To the geologist the term erosion means essentially the transport 
of rock particles from high places to low places. A necessary prelude 
to erosion is weathering — the process by which the earth's bedrock is 
disintegrated and decomposed, and in the end converted into soil. The 
chief agency of weathering is the atmosphere, the invisible envelope 
of gas that surrounds the terrestrial sphere. Penetrating crevices 
wherever rock is exposed, the various ingredients of the atmosphere 
— oxygen, carbon dioxide, water vapor — enter into chemical combi- 
nations with various elements of the rocks, causing them to crumble 
and decay. Water leaches out their soluble components; acids from 
rotting vegetation abet the process. Chemical decomposition is often 
accelerated by mechanical factors, such as the prying apart of rocks by 
the roots of growing plants. In cold and temperate climates, however, 
one of the most important agencies of mechanical disintegration is 
frost-wedging. When water freezes it expands by about 9% of its 
volume. Seeping into crevices and crannies in the rock during the 
warmth of day and freezing at night, water exerts surprisingly great 
pressures capable not only of splitting open small stones but of prying 
great slabs from the faces of clilfs. 

The results of weathering depend both on the chemical content of 
the rock and the climate which acts upon it. Limestone, for example, 
decomposes when exposed to water but stands up well in a dry cli- 
mate. Many of the highest mountain peaks in arid sections of the 
W est are composed of limestone. The shape of most land forms on 
earth is thus predetermined by tlie resistance of their underlying rock 
to the particular kind of weathering to which it is exposed. 

As soon as fragments of rock have been loosened by weathering, 
the agents of erosion begin to carry them away. In this process the 
main energizing force is gravity. The soil cover of slopes and hillsides 
is continually, imperceptibly creeping downhill. Occasionally the 
movement may be visible as in the case of sudden landslides, rockfalls 
and mudflows, or the abrupt collapse of entire cliffs and embankments. 
Often scars may appear, as when one part of a hillside moves more 
rapidly than the rest and slumps away in sections. But however stable 
the appearance of any slope, however thickly it may be covered with a 
protective canopv of plants and trees, nevertheless the entire soil 
mantle of every slope on every continent ol the earth is moving stead- 
ily downward, carrying most of its plant cover with it. One may think 
of the earth's soil, therefore, as a kind of viscous liquid which even 
on a moderate slope tends to flow under the pull of gravity.

THE LAND: HOW WATER WORKS ON IT 

WATER is the great leveler. Every drop of rain that falls on 
exposed soil is an advance agent of erosion, acting as a miniature 
l>omb and blasting a tiny crater in the ground at its point of impact. 
Though raindrops have been bvnincd by poets and blessed by men in 
times of drought, it is known now that raindrop erosion represents 
the first step in the destruction of land, scalping the crests of hills and 
loosening particles of soil that are subsequently carried away by 
streams. Over the land masses ol the earth about 28.' 2 inches ol rain 
descend annually, varying from two inches in Death \ alley to about 
150 inches on the slopes of the Himalayas. Some rainfall returns to 
the atmosphere by evaporation, some seeps into theground. but about 
9,000 cubic miles of water run off the land into the seas each year. 

On every slope the initial rills, formed by the concentration of rain- 
wash, converge into brooks, then into streams, then into ri\ers until 
a complex network of waterways is funned, all flowing to the sea 
through channels excavated by themselves. Though the work ol any 



watercourse ma\ 1m- imperceptible to man in a lifetime, over the years 
stream erosion is more effective as a lamUc\eling lon e than all other 
agencies ol erosion combined. The erosive pow er of a stream is gov- 
erned both by the amount of water it carries and the grade dow n which 
it moves. Although running water churns up and washes awav soil and 
rock f ragments, it is not this action alone that carves great vallevs. For 
cm'i v stream carries along a load ol sediment— which. |>v scraping 
against the bedrock ol the stream bed. scoops out potholes, cuts awav 
banks and enlarges the channel down which it flows. The destructive 
force ol running water increases with the velocity of How. Doubling 
the velocity of a stream mav increase its abrasive power four times, 
and its capacity to transport rock fragments by an even greater factor. 
I rider flood conditions certain large streams and rivers not merely 
double their velocity but may increase it ten- or twcntyfold.

The younger, swifter 
Colorado River has carved the Grand Canyon a mile deep, eight 
miles wide at the rim — in about the same period of lime.

THE LAND: THE WORK OF WIND 

WATER, however, is not the only leveling force which operates In 
nature. In the arid regions of the earth wind is a conspicuous 
and constant agent of erosion. Wherever the soil mantle is dry and 
vegetation scarce, as in desert regions, the wind may completely strip 
the ground of all loose material, exposing the bedrock below. Contrary 
to popular conception, most of the earth's deserts consist less of sand 
than of rock, scoured bare by wind and weathering. In some sections 
of Death Valley, Calif, the dry, relentless wind has blown away vir- 
tually all sand, leaving a floor of small stones tightly fitted together 
into a "desert pavement." 

In transporting loose particles of weathered rock the wind becomes 
in effect a sand-blasting machine. Just as the erosive action of streams 
is augmented by their moving load of sediment, so the erosive action 
of the wind is intensified by the load of sand particles it transports. 
A strong, debris-laden wind blowing steadily against vertical rock 
faces will eventually undercut cliffs and sculpture balanced rocks, 
pedestal rocks, mushroom rocks and other weird residual forms. In 
some areas of the world, notably the American Kar West and North 
Africa, wind scour has scooped out large depressions many square 
miles in area and several hundred feet deep. Violent sandstorms have 
been known to cut down wooden telegraph poles and destroy the 
transparency of windowpanes in a single savage blast. 
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WIND-ERODED SOIL produces strange plant forms in Death Valley, Calif. The 
wind swept desert soil away from the roots of these "arrow weals,*' leaving them 
atop dry hummocks with thirsty tendrils clawing dow nward to the vanishing soil.

THE LAND: THE WORK OF ICE 

OF all the forces of erosion thai attack the earth's high places, the 
most powerful, though limited in area, are glaciers. Through their 
enormous mass, glaciers radically revise the shape of entire mountain 
ranges. Glaciers exist wherever there is perpetual snow, lor they arc 
formed initially of snow, piled up, compressed and compacted into 
glittering tongues of ice. When a snow field, high on a mountain slope, 
reaches .1 depth "1 ahoul Inn leet, il begins to creep downward undei 
its own weight. Although ice is a crystalline solid, it nevertheless has 
the property of Mowing as a plastic substance. 

As the glacier creeps away from its sheltering mountain wall where 
the snowheld lirst accumulated, a crevasse opens behind it. Idling with 
fresh snow during the winter and melting w ith the spring thaws. With 
each advance of the glacier the ic e that has frozen to the mountain 
wall tears away huge segments ol rock. By annual repetitions of this 
quarrying process, the glacier eventually carves out a "cirque" or 
amphitheater at its head, some so deeply excavated that their floors 
eventually become, with changing climates, the basins of lakes. Sev- 
eral cirques often surround a single mountain peak, giving it the wild 
jagged aspect of the Mattcrhorn or the Teton Range of Wyoming. 
The erosive action of a moving glacier has been said to combine

that of a plow, a file and a sled. Creeping down a valley it plows up the 
soil, pushing it ahead and to either side. Meanwhile Irom exposed 
ledges above, rock fragments shattered by frost tumble down the val- 
ley walls onto the glacier's broad back. Eventually this debris becomes 
an integral part of the glacial mass. As the great river of ice flows down- 
hill, it grinds the rock debris frozen within across the valley floor, cut- 
ting, scraping, filing and polishing. At the same time its rough, un- 
yielding flanks grate against projecting crags and spurs and gradually 
wear them away. In the end all glaciated valleys acquire a character- 
istic profile. Where valleys cut by young streams are V-shaped, glacial 
action converts the V to a U by platting sides and floor, so that even- 
tually the valley is a rounded trough with wide smooth walls. 

The sculpture of alpine or valley glaciers is dwarfed, however, 
by the work of the great ice sheets that covered more than one quar- 
ter of the land areas of the planet. Spread over millions of square 
miles, thousands of feet thick, these stupendous ice masses overlay 
mountains and valleys alike, and during successive advances and re- 
treats transformed the face of the land on a colossal scale. The moun- 
tains of New York and New England — the Adirondacks, the Green 
Mountains, the White Mountains — and the highlands of Scotland and 
Ireland were completely enveloped in ice. Crushed beneath this enor- 
mous weight, they emerged with none of the intricate scars wrought 



by valley glac iers, no knife-edged ridges, pyramidal peaks or cirques, 
but rather with smooth summits and rounded ridges. The action of 
the great ice sheets was not one of sculpture, but of crude abrasion, a 
beveling of whole mountain masses. In addition to remodeling the 
highlands the ice sheets created lakes and rivers by the thousands in 
North America, Europe and northern Asia. They expanded and deep- 
ened the rock basins of the Great Lakes and filled them with melt 
water, and diverted the Ohio and Missouri Rivers to their present 
channels. 

When glaciers melt away, they leave deposits behind — rough ridges 
of boulders, sand and silt called moraines, and small hills, shaped like 
the inverted bowls of spoons, called drumlins. Many elevations in 
Wisconsin and Michigan and all the high ground of Martha's Vine- 
yard and Nantucket are moraines that marked the terminal of a con- 
tinental ice sheet. Bunker Hill, outside Boston, is a drumlin. 

Nor has the influence of the prehistoric ice sheets on man's envi- 
ronment yet ceased, for their vestiges remain today in the shrinking 
icecaps that overlie Greenland and Antarctica. The five million cubic 
miles of ice stored in the polar caps are slowly melting, surrendering 
their locked-up waters to the rising seas. If the process continues, 
many of the low-lying continental areas of the earth will be inun- 
dated, as they have been recurrently at other times in the past. 
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THE LAND: HISTORY OF A REGION 

NEW YORK CITY, for example, built precariously on a block of 
ancient rock a few feet above the present level of the Atlantic 
Ocean, may in time be submerged by the high waters of the ice-fed 
sea. Yet this event, however catastrophic to men, will be simply 
another link — and not even a new one — in the endless chain of geo- 
logic history. For in the region where New York nun stands, an in- 
land sea long ago lapped about an island chain ol active volcanoes —a 



festoon of giant cratered cones like those of the present East and West 
Indies. Then for millions of years debris stripped from the volcanic 
slopes by weathering and the incision of running streams poured into 
the sea, filling its shallow basin, transforming it first into a swamp, 
then a low plain beneath which the sediments of the ancient sea floor 
compressed into level strata of sedimentary rock. In time crustal pres- 
sures, bearing in from east and west, folded and uplifted these new- 
formed layers into a chain of mountains: the original Appalachians. 
All across the region the restless earth continued to stir; it cracked

New volcanoes burst up through points 
of weakness and molten magma penetrated the surface rocks. Then 
came a hundred million years of quiet during which the crust lay still 
and the forces of erosion scourged the face of the land, wearing it 
down to a Hat and undifferentiated plain. 

But in time another period of uplift began. Slowly the land warped 
upward. Its sluggish streams were rejuvenated; new valleys were 
incised; new hills took form — the present Berkshires, Ramapos and 



Allcghenics. Finally, a few tens of thousands of years ago, the crush- 
ing mass of the continental ice sheet crept down from the north to im- 
press on the area the last of the great alterations that produced the 
current landscape, smoothing the hilltops, deepening the valleys, stri- 
ating the bedrock and leaving in its eventual retreat the low mounds 
and ridges of its terminal moraines. Today erosion is again reducing 
the highlands to the level of the coastal plain. Yet no one can predict 
that another uplift will not occur in some future age. For no feature 
of the land is abiding, no state of nature permanent.

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THE LAND: TIME AND CHANGE 



KNOWING the processes by which mountains and valleys are con- 
structed and destroyed, geologists find it possible to recapitulate 
the evolution of every land form on earth and guess its probable fu- 
ture. And so they speak of the earth's varied features in living terms 
as "young," "mature" or "old." In the long perspective of geologic 
history the eastern half of the U.S. is old and worn down; the West 
is a young, changing area. 

In the East the destructive forces predominate over those of con- 
struction. The last major crustal upheavals which produced the Appa- 
lachians, the Adirondacks, and the Laurentian Mountains of Canada 
took place 200 to 250 million years ago. Today New England is a 
region of low promontories and rounded ridges, planed and scoured 
by millenniums of rain, ice and frost. The antique valleys of New Eng- 
land and the Middle Atlantic states, unlike the deep canyons and 
rugged V-shaped gorges of the West, are broad and gentle, possessed 
now not by swift, rushing streams but by slow, serpentine rivers. In 
many places its lowlands are carpeted with a thick cover of rich, 
arable soil which, geologically speaking, is a characteristic of old age. 
For it is only on the benign slopes of ancient landscapes, mellowed 
with age and protected by vegetation from the destructive pull of 
gravity, that soil can resist the forces of erosion and accumulate in a 
lertile mantle year after year, century after century. 

In the West, where the forces of erosion work no less relentlessly, 
the earth's internal forces are far more active than in the East. Vast 
areas of the Western states are strewn with lava, cinders, ash and 
oilier debris of recent volcanic activity. The Columbia Plateau in the 
Northwest is one of the earth's greatest volcanic constructions, an im- 
mense lava field covering an area of more than 200,000 square miles 
and in places a mile thick, built by stupendous outpourings of molten 
lava. Lassen Peak, in California, is a dormant volcano that may 
erupt again at any time. Virtually all the mountains of the Far West 
are high and young, with barren rock and little soil cover; their pin- 
nacles and spurs stand towering and jagged, not yet softened and 
rounded by the touch of wind and rain. 

In particular, the West appears to be a region of great crustal 
uneasiness. Displacements recur frequently along great fault lines, 
producing earthquakes and upheaval of the surface rocks. Not long 
ago scientists of the U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey discovered that 
linear strains have been building up along the huge San Andreas Fault 
ever since the San Francisco earthquake of 1906. Horizontal move- 
ments have been especially obvious; at the present time the earth 
mass along the west side of the fault is moving in a northwesterly 
direction at the rate of two inches a year. Hence they believe that the 
great rift will slip again some day, producing another earthquake 
perhaps as great as that of half a century ago. A new instrument 
designed to measure long-term strains in the earth's crust is now being 
tested by seismologists, who hope it may eventually make possible the 
prediction of future quakes. Elsewhere other slippages along other 
faults have produced great earthquakes in California at frequent 
intervals for many years past. One of the most recent was the Kern 
Comity earthquake of 1952, which was nearly as vehement as the 
historic San Francisco quake though less disastrous in its results. 

And subtler crustal movements — broad regional uplifts, depres- 
sions and warpings — are imperceptibly altering the shape of the land. 
The Baldwin Hills area of the Los Angeles' plain has been arched 
upward at the rate of three feet per century. The Buena Vista oil field 
in the San Joaquin Valley is rising at the rate of four feet per century. 
Trivial as these uplifts may seem, in a relatively brief interval of 
geologic time they could change the profile of California. If they con- 
tinue for 25,000 years (discounting erosion), the Alamitos Plain will 
be a tableland 300 feet above the sea and the Buena Vista Hills will 
have grown 1,000 feet. If they continue for 200,000 years — only one 
fifth of the span of man's existence on earth — the Buena Vista Hills 
will be as high as the Cascades. If they continue for two million 
years — a not excessive interval, when one recalls that the uplifting of 
the Himalayas, the Alps and the Rockies required at least that much 
time — the California highlands will attain the height of Mt. Everest.

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THE LAND 
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Thus everywhere on the planet there are signs that the earth's 
crust is not altogether stable. Surveys made by the U.S. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey over the last 20 years have shown that along the 
1,000-mile stretch from Massachusetts to Florida the roast is being 
submerged at a rate of about .02 feet per year. There is reason lo 
believe that this change in the relationship between land and sea is 
due not only to a rise in sea level but also to basic movements of 
the continental block. All around the world the uplift of mountains 
and plateaus is offset by the slow downward warping of shorelines 
and inland basins. The entire country of France, for example, 
appears to be tilting slowly northward, rising in the south, sinking 
along the Channel coast. If this movement continues, the waters 
of the Atlantic will ultimately inundate great areas of France 
from the Belgian border to Brest. Yet at the same time the Baltic 
coast of Sweden is rising at the rale of one-half centimeter per 
year. If this rate of uplift were maintained for 10,000 years it 
would tilt all the water out of the Baltic Sea and turn its shallow 
floor into dry land — as it used to be. 

Although the active movements of the earth's crust are localized 
— upheavals occurring now in one place, now in another — the 
antipathetic processes of erosion are continuous and worldwide. 
Given time every land mass on the face of the earth would be de- 
stroyed and reduced to sea level by the chisels of rain and the 
wedges of frost, the abrasive breath of the wind and the massive 
tread of glaciers. If unopposed these forces would have swept a 
the land into the sea eons ago. But the restlessness and disquie- 
tude of the earth's crust proclaims that the internal forces responsi 
ble for the re-creation and rehabilitation of the land are as active to 
day as ever they were in the geologic past. Present rates of crusta 
movement, if long continued, are sufficient to produce mountains as 
great as any that now stand on earth. So new uplands will arise, new 
plateaus will be warped toward the sky. And each uplift will create 
new rushing torrents to begin the work of obliterating the land. 

It is only recently that scientists came to understand the antipa- 
thy of these natural forces of construction and destruction, and 
thus perceived that nothing on earth is eternal — no mountain or 
river, no continent or sea. Yet the flux of nature has been visible 
to some poets and philosophers of ages past. Two thousand five 
hundred years ago the Greek philosopher Heraclitus said, "There 
is nothing permanent in the world except change."

In an outdoor school a Spanish priest finds a way to teach wild gypsy children 



Up in the hills around Granada, Spain, is a 
school thai makes learning jusl as painless as 
possible. All its classrooms are outdoors, sepa- 
rated not by walls but by bushes. Most of them 
contain things that look like children's games 
big relief maps on the ground, interesting 
sets of circles and squares. Hut in climbing on 
the map the pupils learn geography. In hopping 
about the squares and circles they learn sen- 
tence structure and miilliplii alion.

Since 1932 James Elliott of Atlanta, Ga. has been collecting Confederate 
money like mad. hoping some day to be a millionaire, Confederate style 
at least. As an appraiser of antiques he has more than the usual oppor- 
tunities to run across the old specie stashed away in attics and base- 
ments. To acquire it Elliott will work for it, trade it and even pay good 
Yankee money for it. Today once again Confederate currency has value, 
though only as a collector's item, and Elliott will give as much as $2 
American for certain SI Confederate bills. No one knows for sure how 



much Confederate money ever was or still is in existence, but Confed- 
erate records show at least $1.5 billion was issued up to 1864. Alter that 
it's anybody's guess; at the end the Confederate presses were grinding it 
out in a head-chase-lail inflation. After Appomattox the currency became 
as worthless as the fallen leaves and in many homes it was used as wall- 
paper. Last month, at the age of 60, Collector Elliott counted up his Con- 
federate currency for the first time. It came to only $120,357. but Elliott 
figures he has a good start toward the million and plenty of time to go.

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STALIN'S SECRETS: PART II 

INSIDE STORY 
OF HOW TRIALS 
WERE RIGGED 

AFTER 'LEGAL' EXECUTIONS CAME BLOOD BATH 
IN WHICH VICTIMS DIED BY THE THOUSANDS 

by ALEXANDER ORLOV 

In Part 1 of this series, published in Life last week, the author, a 
former general of Soviet secret police, explained how in 1934 Stalin 
had the popular government official S. M. Kirov assassinated, then 
arrested a number of Communist leaders and charged them with 
Kirov's murder. These leaders, members of the Opposition once 
headed by the exiled Trotsky, included the old Bolshevik heroes 
Kamcnev and Zinovicv. Stalin got them to confess by promising 
immunity for their families and political followers and mercy for 
themselves. Now the author tells how the trials of these men and 
others were rigged. The four articles of this series are part of a book 
on which Mr. Orlov is working, tentatively titled Stalin's Secrets. 



ORIGINALLY Stalin planned to stage the first Moscow trial with at 
least .tO defendants but as the preparations progressed the figure 
was cut several times and finallv reduced to 16. Stalin wanted to have 
in the dock only those of the accused who could be counted on to re- 
peat in court the false testimony they had signed for the NKVD inter- 
rogators. Of the 16 actually tried five were fakes planted by the NKVD 
to incriminate the others. They were Valentine Olberg, Fritz David. 
Berman-Yurin, Isak Reingold and Richard Piekel. These prisoners 
regarded themselves not as real defendants but as men helping carry 
out secret directives of the Party's Central Committee. 

The problem of finding a suitable hall for the public trial was con- 
sidered so important that Stalin called a special conference on it. Of 
several possibilities suggested by NKVD chief Yagoda, Stalin chose 
the smallest one, a room in the House of Trade Unions which could 
seat only 350. Stalin told Yagoda to fill it with NKVD officials and 
admit no outsiders, not even members of the Central Committee or 
the government. Thus the NKVD supplied the court not only with 
defendants but with an audience. It was composed of NKVD office 
employes, filing clerks, typists and code clerks who had been trained 
for years to guard state secrets and to hold their tongues. They were 
given passes valid for half a day at a time and attended the trial in 
shifts. They were told not to wear their uniforms in court. 

Stalin feared that despite the defendants' promises to confess every- 
thing they had signed their names to in the "depositions" concocted 
for them bv the NKVD interrogators, some old Bolshevik might not 
be able to restrain himself and would blurt out the truth at the trial. 
That is why he dared not allow even the most trusted members of the 
Party into the courtroom. 

Special precautions were taken to gag anv possibly rebellious de- 
fendants. In the courtroom among the "public" were seated several 
groups of specially coached NKVD officers. They were ready to spring

up from their chairs at a signal from the prosecutor and drown out 
the witness with loud outcries. The commotion was then to be used 
by the president of the court as a pretext for declaring a recess. 

The last step in the inquisitorial preparation of the trial was a 
meeting which Yagoda and Yezhov, Stalin's personal deputy in this 
operation, had with the principal defendants. Yezhov reiterated in 
the name of Stalin that if the defendants carried out their agree- 
ments to confess at the trial, all the promises that had been given 
them — to spare their families and their followers — would be scru- 
pulously kept. But if one of them tried to "commit treachery" in 
court, it would be regarded as an organized betrayal on the part of 
the w hole group of defendants. 

The trial opened on the 19th of August. 1936 under the chairman- 
ship of V. Ulrich. a secret police veteran. In the back of the court- 
room, lacing the audience, sat the judges and the secretary of the 
court. There was no jury, no counsel for the defendants. 

The prisoners were sealed in four rows along the right wall, side- 
ways to the audience. The dock was fenced off by a low wooden bar, 
near which stood tall guards bearing rifles with fixed bayonets. Oppo- 
site the defendants, near the left wall, sat Prosecutor Andrei Vishin- 
sky at a small table. Behind the defendants, in a corner of the court-

room, a door led to a narrow passage with several small rooms mi both 
sides of it. In one ol tlinse rocims a buffet with excellent food and re- 
freshments was sol up. 'I agoda and hi- aide- sal there in comfort, lis- 
tening to llie testimony, transmitted to the room by a specially 

installed loudspeaker. 

When the trial opened the accused looked considerably less ex- 
hausted than the\ had at the time ol the preliminary investigations. 
During the past lew weeks lhe\ had gained some weight and caught 
up on their sleep. Hut the muddy color of their faces and the dark 
rings around their eyes clearly -bowed that they had "iinr throufih an 
exeerttionally trying ordeal. Several of the men. however, seemed 
carefree and rohusl. These were the fictitious defendants. 

Reingold. whose face radiated health, was elegantly dressed. He 
sal hehind the liar on the end chair ol the second row nearest the audi- 
ence. He never took his eves oil the prosecutor, lie was ready at anv 
moment to leap to his led and obliiiinidv hack up the prosecutor with 
false testimony against the other defendant-. 

Not far from He lipoid sat Oilier;:. It was ohvious that it made 
him nervous to he near such lonner heroes as Zinoviev and Ka- 
menev. He kept lookin" at them slcalthilv with a mixed expression 
of aw e and reverence. 



Fritz I >a\ id and Berman-Yurin looked through their notes in a busi- 
nesslike manner and tensely awaited the moment when the prosecutor 

would give them the opportunity to fulfill their Party duty. 

Onlv Picket, of the live fake defendants, sal in apathy. 

The most exhausted of the group was Zinoviev. His puffy face with 
baggy swellings under the eves was a sicklv gray, lie sullered from 
asthma and was gasping lor breath. As soon as he was led into the 
dock he took oil' his shirl collar. He did not wear it again during the 
trial. \\ hen he studied the audience he was e\ idenllv much surprised 
that at such an important affair he saw not one of the many promi- 
nent I'arlv workers and government executives he knew. 

Alter the indictment was read the prosecutor began his examination 
ol the men in the dock. For three w hole i lav she drew Irom them a lale 
of terrorist plans which they had allegedly discussed for a number 
of years, hut neither the prosecutor nor any of the defendants wa- 
ablc to produce one concrete piece of evidence to prove that any- 
thing had been done as a result. There was one solitary exception 

the assassination of Kirov, which, as we have seen, was organized 
b\ Stalin himself.

STALIN'S GHASTLY SECRETS CONTINUED 

to have been trumped up. This was Ivan Smirnov. A former fac- 
torv worker, an active revolutionary from the age of 17, a member 
of the Bolshevik party since its Inundation. Smirnov had been an 
indefatigable builder of illegal organizations during the Czarist 
regime and one of the most outstanding leaders of the Red army 
during the civil war. From 1923 to 1927 he was People's Commissar 
for Communications. Alter the death of Lenin he joined the Oppo- 
sition against Stalin. For that he was expelled from the party, but 
was reinstated in 1929, only to be cast out again and sent into exile. 

During the trial Sinirnov's sarcastic remarks and frequent hints 
that the whole conspiracy was a myth kept Prosecutor Vishinsky 
on tenterhooks. When defendants Mrachkovsky, Ureitzer and Ter- 
Yaganvan confirmed Vishinsky 's assertion that Smirnov had been 
their leader. Smirnov answered them in words that made even 
that well-trained audience titter, lie turned to Mrachkovsky and 
Ureitzer and said. "Vou want a leader? Well, take me!" 

V ishinsky was delighted with the testimony of the five pseudo- 
defendants. He particularly praised Reingold and Picket, and this 
incited them to still more vigorous allacks against the others. Pickel 
echoed Rcingolds every word, but be did it without the hypocriti- 
cal indignation and pathos Reingold displayed to such an extent 
that it was apparent to everyone that he overdramatized his role 
as a penitent defendant. 

Vishinsky had no difficulty in constructing a thunderous prose- 
cuting speech against the defendants since they not only did not 
resist him but did everything they could to hack him up. Heaping 
the most heinous accusations on them, Vishinsky screamed at the 
end of his speech, "Dogs gone mad should be shot, every one 
of them!" 

On the fourth day of the trial each of the victims presented a 
draft of his "last plea" to the NKVD. These documents were re- 
vised by Yezhov personally. He expunged from them all references 
made by the accused to their collaboration with Lenin and to their 
services to the Revolution. That accounts for the noteworthy fact 
that it is impossible to find in the official report of the court pro- 
ceedings even a hint that the defendants had ever taken part in the 
founding of the Communist Party, in the October Revolution or 
the creation of the Soviet Republic. 

The last pleas were the most tragic part of the whole trial. In- 
spired by the desire to save their families and thousands of their 
political adherents from Stalin's vengeance, the old Bolsheviks 
reached the uttermost limits ol self-abasement. Knowing Stalin- 
capacitv for perfidy, they strove to fulfill and even overfulfill the 
obligations which they had taken upon themselves, so as not to 
give Stalin the slightest pretext for breaking the promise that he 
had given them — to show mercy if they cooperated in the staging 
of the trial. 

Mrachkovsky was the first man to make the last plea. He had an 
interesting history. He was born in a Czarist prison where his 
mother was serving a sentence for revolutionary work. His lather 
was a worker and a Bolshevik. His grandfather had been one of 
the participants in the old revolutionary group known as the 
Southern Russian Workers' Union. Mrachkovsky carried on this 
tradition vigorously, serving in the October Revolution and 
fighting under Smirnov in Siberia during the civil war. (Ironical- 
ly, it was Mrachkovsky who, after "breaking" under inlcrroga- 
tion, helped the NKVD "break" his old commander and good 
friend Smirnov.) He suffered a concussion during the war and 
came nut of it not quite sound, with a tendency to be emotionally

unstable, constantly irritable and hot-tempered. Now he rose to 
make his last plea. 

He began by recalling that at the age of 13 he bail been arrested 
for disseminating revolutionary leaflets. The judges and the prose- 
cutor exchanged meaningful glances and apprehensively fixed their 
eyes on him. But Mrachkovsky had no intention of exposing the 
dark secrets of the trial. When he saw how the prosecutor and the 
judges were alarmed, he hastened to reassure them by explaining 
that he did not touch upon his past revolutionary services with the 
aim of defending himself. He wanted to show that not only a Czarist 
general, a prince or nobleman, but even a proletarian like himself 
could become a counterrevolutionary if he deviated one iota from 
the general line of the Party. At the end of his speech, Mrachkovsky 
prostrated himself completely before Stalin. He concluded: "I de- 
part as a traitor to my Party, as a traitor who should be shot!" 

The most interesting last pleas were those of Zinoviev and 
Kamenev. Kamenev confessed to all the charges brought against 
him and then sat down. Abruptly he rose again. 

"I should like to say a few words to my children." he said. "I 
have no other way of addressing them. I have two children: one is 
a military pilot, the other a pioneer. Standing perhaps with one foot 
in the grave, I want to tell them in advance that no matter what 
my sentence will be I consider it just. Don't look back. Go for- 
ward. Together with the Soviet people, follow Stalin." 

He sat down and covered his eyes with his hand. 

Zinoviev then spoke. At first it was impossible to recognize the 
brilliant orator who in the old days had hypnotized huge audiences. 
He was breathing with diflicultv and his talk was incoherent. But 



THE CASE OF THE CRAZY INTERROGATOR 

Orlov tells a weird story concerning one of the NKVD men whose 
job it was to induce the prisoners to make false "confessions." 
His name was Kedrov and he quickly "broke" the first six men 
assigned to him. "One evening," writes Orlov, "Boris Berman, 
deputy chief of the foreign department, and I were walking along 
the corridor of the NKVD building. Suddenly we heard terrible 
screams coming from Kedrov's office. We rushed in. The pris- 
oner was cowering in his chair, shaking with fright. Kedrov was 
in a state of violent hysteria and began to babble to Berman, 
his superior, that the prisoner had a moment ago agreed to 
confess but now recanted. It was as though Kedrov were the 
prisoner's victim and not the oilier way around. 

"Berman told me later lhat ihis had happened before. He 
and other officers had heard Kedrov screaming and hurried to 
his office. They found Kedrov in a mad frenzy, shouting that 
his prisoner tried to swallow the inkstand on bis desk — a mas- 
sive affair of cut glass, the size of two fists. 'Then it occurred 
to me,' said Berman, 'that Kedrov had gone mad. When you 
hear how he interrogates his prisoners, without any logic or rea- 
son, you feel he ought to be ousted from his job, but somehow 
people surrender lo him more quickly than to our best interro- 
gators, ll is slrange. but he has some kind of power over them.' " 



within a few minutes he regained his self-possession and skill. 
His speech was patterned along the same lines as Kamenev's. 
He too accused himself and defended the Party and Stalin. He 
concluded with an involved syllogism, the form of which resem- 
bled Stalin's clumsy literary style much more than his own. 
"My defective Bolshevism," he said, "became transformed into 
anti-Bolshevism, and through Trotskyism I arrived at fascism. 
Trotskyism is a variety of fascism and Zinovievism is a variety 
of Trotskyism." 

The fake defendants also made last pleas. With the exception of 
Olberg, they all told the court they considered it impossible to ask 
for mercy. They had been promised special treatment and they were 
confident that their lives were not in danger. 

On the evening of Aug. 23 the court withdrew to the council 
chamber. There they were soon joined by Yagoda. Although the 
text of the verdict had been prepared long in advance and copying 
it took no more than two hours, the judges remained in the council 
chamber for seven hours. At 2:30 in the morning they returned to 
the courtroom. 

In dead silence the president of the court began lo read the ver- 
dict. After 15 minutes of monotonous reading of the summation he 
came to the sentences. Nervous coughing came from various parts 
of the hall. The president waited for the noise to subside. Then, 
one by one, he named all the defendants, and after a long pause he

GRIGORI PIATAKOV 



KARL RADEK 



Piatakov joined the Communists as a young man, fought in the civil war ami 
became first president of the Provisional Revolutionary Government of the 
Ukraine in 1918. Later he held numerous important economic posts and sev- 
eral times represented the Soviet Union abroad. He was expelled from the 
Party for Trotskyism in 192H, readmitted in 1929. Radek was a Pole, horn in 
Austrian Calicia, and a revolutionary from the age of I t. He was an Ultimate 
friend of Lenin anil probably the most brilliant writer among the old Bolshe- 
viks. A foreign affairs specialist, he was sent to work with German revolution- 
ists in the early '20s, later headed a Moscow school for Chinese Communists. 
He became entangled with Trotskyism in 1927. was exiled but reinstated in 
1929. Stalin made him editor of the government newspaper hvestia in 1931.

announced that every one bad been sentenced to death bv shooting. 

The NKVD employes who made up the audience, knowing the 
procedure of political trials, expected that the president would go 
on to the familiar words: ". . . but taking into consideration the 
past revolutionary services of the defendants, the court has de- 
cided to commute the death penalty.' But those words never 
came. The death sentence was final. The audience realized this only 
then when the president put the paper he had just read into a file 
on the table before him. 

At that moment a piercing shriek resounded in the courtroom: 
"Long live the cause of Marx, F.ngels. Lenin and Stalin!" These 
words were shouted hysterically bv one of those sentenced, a little 
man named Lurye with disheveled hair and fiery black eyes. 

According to Soviet law, persons sentenced to death are given 
12 hours in which to write a petition for clemency. As a rule the 
death sentence is not carried out before the expiration of the 72 
hours, even if the pardon is refused before the end of that period. 
But in the case of the old Bolsheviks Stalin violated the rule. Only 
24 hours after the verdict had been pronounced the Moscow morn- 
ing papers carried an official announcement that all sixteen men 
had been executed. 

A week later Stalin issued an order to Yagoda and Yezhov to 
select 5, (XX) ol the more active members oi the former Opposition 
who were being kept in concentration camps or sequestered in exile 
and have them executed in secret. This was the first case in the 
history of the U.S.S.R. of a mass execution of Communists with- 
out even the formality of charges being brought against them. 

A year later Stalin ordered another 5,(XX) Oppositionists shot in 
the same way. How many times that order was repeated I do not 
know because in the fall of 1936 I went to Spain as an adviser to 
the Republican government. Living abroad I was unable to follow 
the second and third trials of the old Bolsheviks as closely as I 
had the first. But I learned many valuable behind-the-scenes facts 
about those two trials from well-informed officers of the NKVD 
who came on business to Spain and France. 

As I have shown in the story of the first trial. Stalin began his 
plot against the old Bolsheviks by inventing the accusation that 
they had conspired to assassinate him and other members of the 
Politburo. To make the charge look convincing, he had ordered 
Yagoda to set up the assassination of Kirov and lay that crime at 
the door of Zinoviev and Kamenev. The same line was used by 
Stalin when he began organizing the second trial. The interrogators 
worked for a few weeks trying to convince the prisoners who had 
been selected as defendants that they would not be shot if they 
supported the conspiracy story. Then the interrogators were told to 
discontinue working on the prisoners until they received new in- 
structions. Several days later the investigators were summoned In 
an urgent conference by Molchanov, head of the Secret Political 
Department of the NKVD. 

Molchanov's instructions sounded like the ravings of a madman:

they were ordered to demand from the arrested friends of Lenin a 
confession that they had plotted to seize power with the help of 
German and Japanese armies and to restore capitalism in the 
U.S.S.R. Stalin made this ahrupt change not as a matter of choice 
1ml because he perceived that the first trial had roused among 
Soviet workers a feeling of deep sympathy for the executed leaders 
and regret that the old Bolsheviks had not succeeded in over- 
throwing his despotic regime. 

The second trial, with 17 defendants, was staged in Moscow in 
January 1937. The most important defendants were Piatakov. Radck 
and Sokolnikov. 

The ascetic Piatakov 

GRtcoiti ("Yl/Ry") L. Piatakov was one of the most talented and 
respected men in the Party. When the October Revolution broke 
out he was only 27 years old, but he already had behind him 12 
years of revolutionary activity. When the Revolution triumphed 
in the Ukraine. Piatakov became the lirst president of the Soviet 
government there. During the civil war he was one of the most 
outstanding organizers and leaders of the Red army. 

His greatest talents lay in economics and industrial construc- 
tion. Immediately after the civil war, when coal mining was the 
most urgent problem, Lenin appointed Piatakov head of the coal 
industry ol the Don basin. When he hail accomplished his assign- 
ment there, he was given the gigantic job of building the industry 
of the whole country. Stalin was in power then, and Piatakov was 
given the title of Deputy People's Commissar for Heavy Industry 
■ — not Commissar — because Piatakov had for a short time taken 
an active part in the Trotsky ile Opposition. The top post in the 
Commissariat went to Stalin's friend and partner in political in- 
trigue. Sergo Ordzhonikidzc, a man of no education and little un- 
derstanding of the complicated problems of economics and finance. 

Piatakov was a modest, ascetic kind of man. He lived with his 
family in two small rooms in a neglected old house in the Gnezd- 
nikovskv lane and existed entirely on his salarv. declining all the 
special privileges to which his high status entitled him. Because 
he needed Piatakov to carry out the industrialization program, 
Stalin was more friendly to him than to any of the other leaders 
of the erstwhile Opposition. One day in 1931, when Piatakov 
and his wife were at work, Stalin had their child and his modes) 
belongings moved to a large and luxuriously furnished apart- 
ment in a new building. But Piatakov remained cool to M.ilm - 
friendly overtures. He had broken with the Opposition but he re- 
fused to criticize his old friends or to praise Stalin. 

Stalin knew from NKVD secret reports that Piatakov had once 
said in a conversation with a group of intimate friends, "I don't 
deny that Stalin is a mediocrity or that he does not belong at the 
head of the Party, but the situation is such that if we continue to 
oppose him, we may find ourselves having to obey Kaganovich |a 
member of the Politburo and brother of Stalin's third wife] . And I 
will never agree to submit to Kaganovich!" 

Stalin never forgot things like that. But he was patient and could 
wait. He waited until Piatakov had trained new cadres of specialists 
and administrators able to carry on the industrialization program. 
Stalin waited eight years. Not until the fall of 1937 did he order the 
NKVD to arrest Piatakov.

I had known Piatakov very well since 1924, when he was at the 
head of the Supreme Economic Council and I was deputy chief of 
the Economic Administration of the OGPU, as the secret police 
was then called. His work was his whole life. Tall, lanky, with a 
reddish goatee, he looked like a Russian edition of Don Ouixote. 
He always wore cheap clothes which for some reason always seemed 
too small for him. His family life was a failure. His wife, a Party 
memher, was a sloppv woman with a weakness for vodka. She and 
Piatakov no longer lived as man and wile, hut they remained good 
friends, united by a common devotion to their only child, who at 
the time of the second trial was 10 years old. 

Piatakov's most intimate friend was his private secretary and as- 
sistant, Kolya Moskalev, an honest and exceedingly charming fel- 
low. About 35 years old, he had been working with Piatakov for 
over 14 years. Moskalev literally worshiped Piatakov. 

One of the saddest aspects of Piatakov's case was that Stalin's 
inquisitors succeeded in using against him none other than his own 
wife and Moskalev, his closest friend. Stalin always valued the testi- 
mony of a wife against husband, son against father and brother 
against brother, not onlv because such testimony demoralized the 
prisoner and broke his backbone, but because Stalin derived the 
greatest satisfaction from dealing a blow to a political adversary 
with the hand of a relative. 

The NKVD inquisitors easily and quicklv broke Piatakov's wife. 
Terrified by the disappearance of the children of the Bolsheviks 
shot in the first trial, she agreed to testify falsely against Piatakov 
in order to save her own child. 

Moskalev also had a child, a little daughter, and he considered 
that his first obligation was to her and to his wife. After the judicial 
murder of Zinoviev and Kamenev, Moskalev knew that one could 
not trifle with the NKVD. He also knew that the required "testi- 
mony" was only a formality and that Piatakov's sentence would he 
decided by Stalin long before the court hearings began. But Mos- 
kalev was cautious. He told Agranov, Yezhov's deputy in the 
NKVD, whom he knew well, that he would sign the deposition 
against Piatakov in obedience to Party discipline, but that the testi- 
mony was false. 

Knowing Piatakov, I was convinced that if among this new 
batch of arrested Bolsheviks there was one man strong enough 
to withstand the pressure of Stalin's inquisition, that man would 
be Piatakov. For a long time, indeed, he refused even to talk 
to his inquisitors. Then one evening his boss in the Heavy 
Industry Commissariat, Sergo Ordzhonikidze, the friend of Sta- 
lin, walked into the NKVD building and asked to talk to Pia- 
takov. When Piatakov was led in, Ordzhonikidze rushed for- 
ward to embrace him. But Piatakov recoiled. "Yury! I come to 
you as a friend!"' Ordzhonikidze exclaimed. "I gave battle for 
you and I won't stop fighting for you! I talked to him about 
you." After that the conversation between Ordzhonikidze and 
Piatakov continued in private.

Several days later Ordzhonikidze arrived again at the NKVD 
ind had another talk with Piatakov in private. This time, hefore 
eaving, Ordzhonikidze called Agrannv in to act as a witness and 
lien said to Piatakov that he had Stalin's promise not to bring 
Piatakov's wife and Moskalev to trial and that they would not even 
je subpoenaed as witnesses. In this way Ordzhonikidze persuaded 
Piatakov to take part in the fraudulent trial. I have no doubt also 
hat in private Ordzhonikidze personally guaranteed to Piatakov 
hat he would not be executed. 

Piatakov decided to put his faith in Ordzhonikidze. He signed a 
alse deposition which stated that while he was in Berlin in De- 
:ember 1935 with a Soviet trade commission he wrote a letter to 
Irotsky in Norway. He stated that he had received a reply from 
[rotsky informing him that an agreement had been reached with 
he Germans, binding them to go to war against the Soviet Union 
ind help the Trotskyites seize power. 

When Slalin read Piatakov's deposition he asked whether it 
vould not be better if I'iatakov said he had received this statement 
rom Trotsky directly, during a personal meeting, rather than by 
nail. In order to make the new version seem authentic Stalin or- 
lered A. Slutsky, chief of the Foreign Department of the NKVD, 
o work out an itinerary for Piatakov's fancied trip to Trotsky, 
aking into account railroad schedules between Berlin and Oslo. 

I learned in detail what occurred at the next conference in the 
Kremlin from Slutsky himself when he visited me in Paris in 
•'ebruary 1937. Slutsky reported to Stalin that the data which he 
lad gathered made it inadvisable to sav that Piatakov had gone to 
Norway. He explained that because of railroad schedules Piata- 
tov's trip from Berlin to Oslo and back, with time allowed to 
Irive to Trotsky's residence and confer with him. would require at 
east two days. It would be dangerous to assert that Piatakov ab- 
iented himself from Berlin for such a long period of time because 
t was well know n in the Soviet Trade Agency in the German capi- 
al that Piatakov had daily conferences with various German lirms 
ind that he signed contracts with them almost everv day. 

"What you say about train schedules may be true," said Stalin, 
'but why couldn't Piatakov fly to Oslo? A flight there and back 
•ould be made in one night. ... It must be said that Piatakov 
lew in a special plane." 

The deposition signed by Piatakov was accordingly rewritten. 
3 iatakov testified in court that in the middle of December of 1935 
le arrived by plane at an airdrome near Oslo and went by automo- 
>ile to visit Trotsky. 

Knowing from their bitter experience with the nonexistent Ho- 
el Bristol ol Copenhagen how dangerous it was to embellish in- 
dented testimony with concrete details which might be checked 
ind proved false, the organizers of the trial instructed Piatakov to 
nake the story of his flight to Norway vague. Thus their story 
leemed fully guaranteed against exposure. 

But a shock awaited Stalin. 

On the 25th of January 1937, only two davs after Piatakov had 
old the court of his flight to Oslo in the middle of December in 
.935, the Norwegian newspaper Aftenposten announced that it had 
earned from the director of the Oslo airfield that no civil airplane 
lad landed there during December 1935. 

Four days later, another Norwegian newspaper, the Arbeixler- 
tladrt, confirmed this report and added that not a single plane had 
anded at the airfield between Sept. 19, 1935 and May I, 1936! 

Stalin and Prosecutor Vishinsky had once more been caught 
ed-handed. 

Nevertheless on Jan. 30, 1937 the military court condemned 13 
iut of the 17 defendants to death. Piatakov was among the 13 mur- 
lered in the cellar of the NKVD's Lubianka prison. 

Three weeks after the execution of Piatakov the Soviet news- 
lapers announced that Sergo Ordzhonikidze, who was only 50 
fears old, had died suddenly of a heart attack. He was buried with 
;reat honors. 

The brilliant Radek 

■NOTHER prominent defendant at the second Moscow trial 
ft was Karl Radek. Although Radek had belonged to the old Bol- 
ihevik guard, he never commanded the same reverence as did the 
ither comrades of Lenin. His role in the Revolution and the civil 
var was inconspicuous and anyway the old Bolsheviks did not 
:onsider him a very serious man. He was known for excessive talk- 
ativeness and his passion for boasting and buffoonery. 

However Radek was an exceptionally well read and well informed 
nan. He was considered an outstanding expert in the field of 
nternational relations and frequently gave the Politburo sound

counsel on problems of foreign policy. His principal talent lay in 
the field of journalism. Although he spoke Russian with a strong 
Polish accent, he wrote it with rare skill. 

When the Opposition was first formed in the early '20s. Radek, 
after some vacillation, joined Trotsky. After the Opposition had 
been defeated he was exiletl to Siberia. Having spent a year and a 
half there and realizing that his exile was acquiring a permanent 
character. Radek decided to go over to Stalin's camp and thus re- 
gain his freedom. From then on his pen was at Stalin's service. 

In 1929, eight years before be appeared in the dock al the second 
trial. Radek was visited in his apartment by Jacob Rlumkin, a 
young NKVD man whom Radek had known since the civil war. 
Radek had only recently relumed to Moscow from exile. Thinking 
that Radek must still he in his heart a sincere and incorruptible 
revolutionary in spite of his surrender to Stalin. Blumkin con- 
fided to him that he had been on an official mission to Turkey and 
managed to meet and talk with Trotsky. 

Radek was quick to realize that Blumkin bad given him a rare 
opportunity to prove bis new devotion to Stalin. \s soon as Rlum- 
kin left. Radek hurried to the Kremlin and told Stalin what be had 
learned. Alarmed by the fact that even in the NKVD apparatus 
there were officers willing lo risk their necks for Trotskv. Stalin 
ordered Yagoda to put Blumkin under strict surveillance. 

Vagoda summoned an employe of the f oreign Department, 
Liza G. a beautiful young woman in whom Blumkin had at one 
time shown a romantic interest. He asked her to become friendly 
with Blumkin and act as if she sympathized with the Trotskyite 
Opposition. Yagoda hoped that Blumkin would tell Liza G about 
his meeting with Trotsky and name the former leaders of the 
Opposition whom he had seen since his return from Turkey. 

When three weeks of romance failed to reveal any information, 
Yagoda had the Foreign Department gi\e Blumkin orders lo leave 
for a fictitious mission abroad — and arrest him on his way to the 
railway station. (Liza G. as could be expected, was with him at the 
time.) During his interrogation Blumkin carried himself with re- 
markable dignity, lie went courageously to his execution. \\ hen the 
fatal shot was about to he fired, he shouted, "Long live Trotsky!" 

Soon after, the NKV D discovered that Radek's treachery and the 
circumstances of Blumkin's arrest and execution hail somehow be- 
come known. This kind of thing was to hecome horribly common- 
place soon alter, of course, hut at this time, in 1929. it made a strong 
impression on all who learned about it. It was the first case in 
L .S.S.R. history of a Bolshevik being shot for political opposition. 

Five years later, in 193 L Radek wrote a brilliant book entitled 
The Architect of Socialist Society. In it he made a fantastic leap into 
the future and painted a retrospective image of Stalin as he would 
be seen by future generations. This very original work was w ritten 
in the form ol a lecture delivered by a prominent historian at the 
end of the 20th Century about the great Stalin, the genius w ho had 
reformed human society. 

Here Radek reached the most sensitive spot in Stalin's character, 
bis insatiable ambition. With the skill of a magician Radek lifted 
before Stalin the curtain of the impenetrable future and let him

great men of tlie past paled into insignificance. Stalin was very 
much flattered. He ordered Kadek's book published in huge num- 
bers and studied in party cells all over the country. Radek's star 
rose high once more. Stalin made him boss of the newspaper Izvestia 
and adviser to the Politburo on problems of foreign policy. 

So when Radek was arrested for the second Moscow trial in 1937 
he was beside himself with rage. His protests could be summed up 
in one sentence: "After all that I did for Stalin. I didn't expect 
such injustice." Radek begged for an interview with Stalin, but his 
request was denied. He wrote a long letter to Stalin. It remained 
unanswered. 

Radek was not distinguished by a strong will, but his bitter 
resentment at first filled him with tenacity. A whole group of 
interrogators worked on Radek, hut he surprised them with his 
unexpected doggedness. When the NKVD chiefs saw that his prep- 
aration lor trial was dragging on too long, they called on one of the 
other accused men, Grigori Sokolnikov, the former Soviet ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, to help them. Sokolnikov himself had sur- 
rendered quickly for the sake of his young wife anil his 23-Year-old 
son by a previous marriage. He agreed to speak to Radek in the 
presence of the interrogator. His arguments had a decisive influ- 
ence on Radek's future behavior. When a weak and light-minded 
man like Radek finds himself in a corner, he readily follows the 
example of a man who has had the courage to make a decision. 

However Radek did not want to go to trial on terms worse than 
those which Sokolnikov had secured. Sokolnikov had had an inter- 
view with Stalin and Stalin had made certain promises to him. 
Radek demanded those same assurances, not just from the NKVD 
chiefs, but from Stalin himself. On that condition he agreed to 
sign a confession and take part in the trial. 

Several days later Stalin visited the NKVD building. He had a 
long talk with Radek in the presence of Yezhov. Afterward Radek 
was taken to his interrogator's room and given a "record of interro- 
gation" which had been prepared in advance. Radek would riot 
sign the paper blindly- He carefully read the testimony which had 
been fabricated in his name and suddenly began to scribble with 
his pencil, rewriting the document without paying any attention 
to the protests of the interrogator. Finally, after working on the 
text for some time, he gave up and said, "This is not what is 
needed. Give me a pen and paper. I'll write it myself." 

Radek thereupon composed an interrogation record which won 
the admiration of the examiners. In that document Radek addressed 
questions to himself and answered them himself. The NKVD chiefs 
did not dare to make any corrections. From that moment Radek 
became personal consultant to Yezhov in the task of improving the 
legend of the conspiracy and perfecting its dramatic and literary 
quality. 

Although his personality unfitted Radek for the role of a real 
conspirator, he was superbly suited to play the part of a conspirator 
on the stage of Stalin's judicial comedy. He was a born demagogue. 
Rhetoric and sophistry were his strong suits and he knew how to 
prove with the deftness of a conjurer that black is white and white 
is black. Having promised Stalin to lie at the trial "for the sake of 
the Partv." but in reality in order to save his own skin, Radek set to 
work on the task assigned to him with zeal and zest.

"For 
nothing at all." he exclaimed, "just for the sake of Trotsky's I. du- 
tiful eyes the country was to return to capitalism!" 

But a careful examination of what Radek was saying at the trial 
reveals that he managed to construct his self-incriminating te-ti- 
raonv in such a way as to stress the absurdity of the accusations 
and convey lo the world thai there was no concrete evidence 
against the prisoners. To the very end the stage managers of the 
trial did not delect Radek's Stratagem. Lulled by his self-condem- 
nation and his violent attacks against Trotsky, the prosecutor and 
the judges did not see how skillfully he knocked the props out from 
under the accusations and crimes to which he had confessed. Hoy 
Radek did this can be best seen in his "last plea." He began it lr 
saying that he unequivocally admitted his guilt. He then told tin 
court that, although he agreed with the prosecutor on all the main 
points, he protested against Vishinsky's attempt to characteri/.< 
him and the others as bandits. 

"When I hear that people in this dock are mere bandits am 
spies. I object!" Radek declared. ' There is the evidence of t«i 
people, the testimony of myself, who received the directives and 
the letters from Trotsky (which unfortunately I burned), and thf 
testimony of Piatakov, who spoke to Trotsky. All the testimony 
of the other accused rests on our testimony. If you are dealing 
with mere criminals and spies, on what can you base your convic- 
tion thai what we have said is the truth, the Jinn truth?" 

In the early hours of the morning of Jan. 3, 1937, Radek was 
standing in the dock among the defendants, listening with bated 
breath to the verdict of the court. After the presiding judge had 
finished reading the so-called descriptive part of the sentence, he 
began to announce the punishment meted out to each of the de- 
fendants. One death sentence followed another. When he reached 
the name of Radek he read: ". . . sentenced to imprisonment lor 
a term of ten years." 

Radek's face lit up with joy. He waited until the judge finished 
reading his sentence, then turned to face the other defendants, 
shrugged his shoulders as if puzzled by his own luck, and smiled 
a guilty smile.

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SIMULATING THE A-BOMB'S RAYS 

Navy scientists build a machine out of pneumatic tubes to help them discover hazards of radiation 



Studying the dangerous effects of atomie radia- 
tion has heen exceedingly difficult for scien- 
tists who have had no machine capable of 
simulating the radiation from a bomb. Their 
X-ray guns and electron accelerators emit only 
narrow beams, while an actual atomic explo- 
sion may completely blanket a victim with ra- 
diation. Now the Navy's scientists have built 
a machine that bombards test animals with

The new- device, alreadv being used in ex- 
periments at the Naval Medical Research In- 
stitute at Bethesda, Md., consists basically of 
a series of long pneumatic tubes like those 
used to shuttle money hack and forth in de- 
partment stores. The tubes are arranged in 
rings and test animals are placed in the center 



[above). Then capsules containing radioactive 
cobalt are forced through the tubes by remote 
control to place them in a precise circle around 
the monkey, pig. goat or rat being used in 
the experiment.
